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Congress has been making changes in federal housing policy which will mean it will be harder to find and keep 
affordable apartments. In this photo (and pictures throughout the issue), tenants marched outside the Federal 
Building in Newark recently to protest changes like cuts in Section 8 rental subsidies. 
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Zion Towers 

A proposed 9% rent increase at Zion Towers 
was stopped when tenants worked with an accountant 
to analyze the budget, and found plenty of reasons to 
challenge the proposal. NJHFMA told residents that 
only members of the Tenants Association could serve 
on the newly forming Screening Committee for new 
tenants. Another rent increase is pending, and tenants 
are fighting it. 


Garden Spires 

In February, the local HUD Office did a Housing 
Quality Standards (HQS) inspection at Garden Spires, 
and found over 100 pages of violations. A 
reinspection was done in September, 1996. Garden 
Spires is threatened with loss of its Section 8 
subsidies if improvements. are not made at the 
building. Many residents are complaining about 
conditions and organizing together to change them. 


6 Pomona Ave. 

Residents of this building were surprised to 
find that their building had been sold, and they are no 
longer "government-assisted". Their new owner 
petitioned the Rent Control Board immediately for a 
rent increase. Tenants wrote to the Rent Control 
Board detailing all the problems in the building, but 
the Rent Control Board said that there was nothing 
they could do. Under the law as it is written, the 
landlord is entitled to the automatic increase. 


Georgia King Village 
Residents of Georgia King Village received a 
- rent increase in their building, in spite of tenant 
opposition, and questions. Problems continue between 
the manager and the Tenants Association. Building 
elections are coming up. 
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St. James Towers 

Tenants at St. James Towers have been 
fighting to keep access to laundry facilities on each 
floor of their building, something they have had for 
many years. Management and owners wanted to 
eliminate this and open one laundry. So far, tenants 
have been able to keep the laundry ofi:each floor. 
There have also been problems in the ‘elevators, but 
lately the elevators have been running fine. 
Congressman Donald Payne has been helpful to the 
Tenants Association. The group has been busy, 
registering many new voters in their building. 


Aspen Riverpark Apartments 

Aspen Riverpark continues its Childrens’ 
Recreation Program on Saturdays each month, 
working with the St. Stephan’s United Church of 
Christ of Newark and the First Congregational United 
Church of Christ of Westfield. Residents of Aspen 
Riverpark were saddened by the death of their Vice 
President, Delores Rich on Easter Monday, 1996. 
However, they have decided that the best memorial is 
to continue the programs. HUD Tenants’ Coalition is 
working with residents to reactivate the Tenants 
Association, and a meeting is planned for October. 


Around Town 


Residents at the Colonnade Apartments browse at 
tables run by tenant vendors at a Tenant Association 
activity. The Colonnade recently held a Community 
Day, featuring lots of good music. 


Colonnades Apartments 


Residents have had good responses to their 
initiatives at the building. A large sink hole in the 
driveway was fixed, and windows which were blown 
out in a storm.were replaced. 


2 West Kinney St. 

Residents are extremely concerned because 
there is no superintendent on the property in case of 
emergencies. Tenants are in the process of forming 
a Tenant Association. A major concern is the rodents 
in the community room. 


Spruce Spires 

This building has also had a Housing Quality 
Inspection by HUD. HUD Tenants’ Coalition has 
been working with the tenants to get some 
improvements made in this building. Several 
meetings, at which both Spanish and English are 
spoken, have been held. Some improvements have 
been made but there is much more to do. 


l Shalom Towers 

Welcome to the newest members of the HUD 
Tenants’? Coalition. This building recently held a 
Public Meeing about the changes in federal policy in 
housing, welfare, and other areas. Many elected 
officials were invited to attend and make 
presentations, as well as representatives from HTC. 
This was an effort to help people understand that they 
and their families may suffer because of decisions 
being made in Congress. 


Seth Boyden 
Some residents are upset by the quality of the 
work being done in a remodelling program taking 
place at the building. 


Amity Village 
Tri-City Peoples Organization continues to 
work with residents living in buildings in this 
complex. Conditions are still problematic. The

The HUD Tenants’ Coalition continues to 
work together to improve privately-owned HUD- 
assisted buildings in the Greater Newark area. There 
has been dramatic success, and many more moments 
of quiet and determined struggle, by individual tenant 
leaders, Tenant Associations, and the Coalition as a 
whole, as we work to save our homes. 

Some of the highlights of the Coalition’s 
recent group activities over the last few months are: 


* Newark nearly overwhelmed the HUD 
Regional Forum in March 1996 in New York City, 
when over 40 HTC members took a bus to the 
meeting. An ambitious agenda was dealt with, 
covering many policy issues that are important to 
tenants in HUD-assisted buildings. 

* HTC co-sponsored a Housing Speak Out on 
March 30, 1996 (see article on P. 7), and is 
continuing to work with those who endorsed our 
Housing Action Agenda. 

* Representatives of HTC attended the 
National Conference of NAHT (National Alliance of 
HUD Tenants) in June. 

* Tenants led a tour of HTC buildings for 
Timothy Touhey, Director of the New Jersey Housing 
& Mortgage Finance Agency (NJHFMA) last spring. 

* Our summer workshop series, which 
included a workshop on Prepayment, Recertification: 
How It Is Supposed To Happen, Your Building’s 
Budget and Organizing. Expert resource persons from 
Accountants for the Public Interest, Essex Newark 
Legal Services, NJHFMA, and the local HUD Office 
lent their assistance. 

* Tabling at the Newark Peoples’ Festival in 
August, to let tenants know about their rights. 


The Coalition continues its work, providing 
technical assistance to its members, and working with 
them to develop policies and strategies to preserve 
their homes as affordable housing. For information on 
HTC, and upcoming events, call 589-3353.

The Housing & Jobs Initiative: 
What Happened, What’s Next? 


Many Newark residents participated in the effort to 
pass a Housing & Jobs Initiative in New Jersey 
during 1996. Governor Whitman’s administration 
decided not to support the Initiative in June 1996. 
This article, which explains what happened, and 
outlines future steps we can take, is based on a 
longer article written by Diane Sterner from the 
Affordable Housing Network of New Jersey: 


In January, 1995, the Affordable Housing 
Network released "A Blueprint for Affordable 
Housing in New Jersey" developed over 2 years with 
more than 60 participating organizations. The 
Network convened a large number of organizations to 
work on putting the Blueprint into action, and the 
result was the New Jersey Housing & Jobs Initiative. 

The Initiative proposed a $290 million general 
bond issue to fund five areas: construction subsidy, 
project based rental assistance, down payment and 
closing costs for homeownership, economic 
development, and non-profit financial support. 

The only hope of getting the Bond Act passed 
was a strong grass roots campaign. The Network 
succeeded in getting over 200 organizations to 
endorse the Bond Act, including such diverse groups 
as the New Jesrey Catholic Conference, the League 
of Women Voters, New Jersey Buidlers Association, 
New JErsey Industrial Union Council and the state 
Chamber of Commerce. 


To get the message about the need for 
affordable hosuing and the Bond Act out to the 
public, the group did many things, including: 

* Commissioned a poll by the Eagleton Istitute 
at Rugers University, which showed that 70% of New 
JErseyans would be willing to pay more each year to 
support an affordable housing bond issue. 

* Producing a video tape about the housing 
crisis, and the need for the bond issue. 

* .Met with legislators and testified at 
legislative hearings. 

* Wrote letters to newspapers and legislators. 


* Held numerous speakouts, rallies, and events 
throughout the state. 

Until early June, it seemed that the effort 
would be successful. Meetings with key legislators 
and individuals in the administration were positive. 
But in mid-June, the Governor decided to endorse a 
$300 million bond issue to dredge Port Newark, and 
pay for environmental cleanups - and said that $300 
milllion was the limit to the bonds she would back for 
this year. 


The Administration put out publicity saying 
that the Governor is already "doing plenty to create 
affordable housing," and that she was spending $700 
million in new funding to build housing and the Bond 
Act is not needed (this is not true). 

The Affordable Housing Network has drafted 
an analysis of the shortcomings of the state’s housing 
policy. They are reaching out to the Administration to 
see what they will support in the future. Many of the 
groups involved in the fight for the Bond Act will be 
holding events during October, Affordable Housing 
Month in New Jersey, and continuing to meet and 
work together. 


What next? During 1997, the Coalition will 
expand, and work to make housing a campaign issue 
for state elections. Every opportunity will be used to 
make legislators, the public, and the administration 
aware of the need for more affordable housing in 
Newark. 

The involvement of many people at the local 
level was critical in the Housing & Jobs Bond Act 
getting as far as it did, and will be essential in the 
future fight to get more affordable housing. Many 
new alliances were formed, and many new contacts 
were made. Please continue to be involved, as we all 
work together for affordable housing in New Jersey.

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Sepa Sus Derechos 


Si usted paga renta, usted tiene algunos 
derechos bajo leyes locales y estatales, que usted 
debe de saber. Algunas de estas leyes tratan con 
subidas de rentas, algunas con condiciones de su 
apartamento, otras con depositos de seguridad y otros 
intereses. 

La ley estatal que deletrea sus derechos se 
llama "Verdad en Rentar" ley. Fue pasada en 1976. 
Copias de la ley estan supuestas a ser dadas a los 
nuevos inquilinos por el dueño. Si el dueño no ase 
esto el o ella tiene que pagar una multa de $100. 

Si usted quiere una copia de la ley de Verdad 
en Renta (en español) es adquirible de: HUD 
Tenants’ Coalition, (201) 589-3353, $1.50. 

La ley local que cubre los derechos de 
inquilinos es la ley de control de rentas de Newark. 
Esta ley fue pasada en 1973, aunque ha estado 
cambiada varias veces. Copias estan disponibles de 
el Newark Rent Control Board, 733-3675, por el 
costo de copia. 

Tambien hay una clave de Ciudad de enforsar 
la ley y leyes de Departamento de Salud que proteje 
los inquilinos. 


Este articulo describe algunos de los derechos 
que usted tiene como inquilino. Mas no incluye toda 
ley que se relacione con los inquilinos. Podrian haber 
leyes que se aplicarian solamente a su caso 
particular, o preguntas que no son contestadas aqui. 

Si usted es un inquilino confrontando una 
acción legal, usted debe de consultar un abogado. Si 
tiene que ir a la corte debe de tener un abogado que 
lo represente. Mas, solo porque una ley existe, no 
quiere decir va a ser enforada. Los inquilinos deben 
trabajar juntos. 


Aumentos de Rentas 
Bajo la ley de control de rentas de Newark, el 
aumento anual que un dueño de casa puede aumentar 
legalmente es limitada. Si el edificio tiene 50 
apartamentos o mas, el dueño puede aumentar la 
renta 4% sin tener permiso de la Junta de Control de 
Rentas. Si el edificio tiene 49 apartamentos o menos, 
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el duefio puede aumentar el 5%. Si su renta a 
aumentado mas de el porcentaje permitido, usted debe 
de poner una queja con la Junta de Control de Rentas. 
Tambien el duefio tiene que darle una nota escrita de 
su aumento de renta por lo menos un mes (30 dias) 
antes de tener que pagar la nueva renta. 

El dueño solamente puede aumentar mas si 
aplica a la Junta de Control de Rentas de Newark, y 
usted tiene que ser notificado si esto paso. 

Es importante saber que no todos los edificios 

en Newark estan cubiertos por la ley local de Control 
de Rentas. Esto ha cambiado sobre los años, pero 
actualmente edificios de una, dos, tres, y cuatro 
familias, donde el dueño vive, mo son cubiertas. 
Viviendas publicas no son cubiertas. Muchos 
inquilinos viviendo en edificios privados subsidiados 
por el gobierno no son cubiertos. 
; Si usted no esta cubierto por el control de 
Rentas, aun hay algunos puntos legales para desafiar 
un aumento de rentas si el aumento que quiere el 
dueño es "inconsiderable." Esto quiere extremamente 
alto o no razonable. Usted necesitara un abogado para 
ir a la corte y pelear el aumento. 


Deposito de Segurida 

Bajo ley estatal, el deposito de seguro que 
usted le da al deuño cuando usted renta el 
apartamento sigue siendo suyo, el inquilino. El dueño 
es requerido a depositar el dinero en el banco donde 
ganara interes. El deposito no se puede mezclar con 
el dinero de el dueño. El dueño tiene que mandarle 
una nota de donde su dinero de seguridad fue 
depositado, y usted debe de recibir el interes todos 
los años (o el interes se puede poner para pagar la 
renta). Se el inquilino se muda, el dueño tiene que 
devolverle el dinero de seguridad dentro de 30 dias. 
Si esto no pasa usted puede ira corte para obtener su 
dinero de vuelta. — 

Si usted vive donde el dueño ocupa en un 
edificio de 2, o 3 familias, usted tiene que mandarle 
al dueño una carta preguntando acerca de su deposito 
de seguridad para que sea cubierto por la ley.

Calefaccién y Aire Acondicionado 

Bajo ley estatal, edificios con 3 o mas 
apartamentos tiene que proveer caliente en todos los 
cuartos. La temperatura tiene que ser por lo menos 68 
grados F. entre las horas 6 AM y ll PM, por lo 
menos 65 grados F., entre 11 PM y 6 AM de Octubre 
1 de Mayo |. (La unica excepción es cuando el 
inquilino y el dueño han acordado que el inquilino se 
dara su propio caliente, y donde el tipo de calor se 
puede cobrar separadamente). 

Tambien con la ley de calor, las leyes locales 
de salud de Newark (1988) dice. que si el dueño esta 
obligado a proveer aire acondicionado en un edificio, 
debe de darse de Mayo 15 a Sept. 15 sin tener un 
eventa la temperatura de afuera. Los dueños que 
rompen las leyes de calor o aire acondicionado estan 
expuestos a multas de $1000 por dia, y posiblemente 
carcel. 

Elevadores Funcionando 

Las ley local dice que en un edificio con 
elevador, si el elevador no esta trabajando, el dueño 
es subjeto a multas de $1000 por dia, a menos que el 
servicio de el elevador sea reparado en 48 horas 
despues que la violación ha sido reportada. 


Seguridad 
Bajo las leyes locales, todo edificio que tiene 
mas de 75 apartamentos, tiene que tener un guardia 
de seguridad armado o un hombre de puerta en el 
edificio 24 al dia. 


- Guarda De Ventanas 

Bajo leyes locales de Newark, guardas de 
ventanas tienen que ser puestos en cualquier 
apartamento con ventanas mas de 6 pies sobre tierra 
donde niños de 6 meses a 10 años de edad viven. El 
dueño se requiere que mande cartas a los inquilinos 
a ver si niños de esta edad viven ahi. El Director die 
Control de Uso de Tierra es responsable de notificar 
a los dueños de esta ley. Si la ley es rota, el dueño 
puede ser multado hasta $1000 al dia o puesto en la 
carcel. 


Conseguir que le Arregler su Hogar 

Bajo la ley el inquilino puede "Reparar y 
Reducir". Esto quiere decir que despues que el 
inquilino haya notificado al dueño por escrito el 
problema de su apartamento y no haya sido reparado 
"con un tiempo” el inquilino puede pagar para las 
reparaciones o hacerlas el mismo y guardas talos los 
recibos y luego reducirlos de la renta. Este 
procedimiento debe de ser usado con mucho cuidado. 
Debe de hablar con un abogado antes de hacerlo. 

Algunas de las reparaciones requeridas en lo 
apartamento son violaciones de salud, por ejemplo, 
ratones, cucarachas, goteras de agua o falta de 
calefacción. Usted puede llamar al Departamento de 
Salud para que inspecionar su edificio y llenen un 
"complaint" encontra el dueño. Si el no hace arreglos 
en un tiempo rasonable puede ser llevado a corte. Si 
usted llama para una inspeccion, usted debe de 
averiguar el resultado, y conseguir una copia del 
reporte de inspección, y saber cuando el caso va a 
corte y estar presente. 

Hay otras formas de conseguir que el dueño 
arregle. Una buena regla es tomar fotos de el 
problema y ponerlas dias y informale al dueño por 
escrito. Recuerde mantener copias de todo. 

Los inquilinos tienen mas suerte en parar un 
ingreso de renta, o conseguir reparaciones, cuando 
ellos trabajan juntos, tenian reuniones con los 
inquilinos o con otros organizaciones como la "HUD 
Tenants Coalition." 


Retaliacción 

La ley de Newark dice que ningun dueño debe 
de desaoljar a un inquilino por que el o ella este 
tratando de enforzar las leyes en su edificio. De echo 
el dueño no va admitir que esta es la situación. Por 
eso es que es importante mantener todos los recibos, 
copias de correspondias para tener un caso que 
presentar. La ley de estado, "Landlord/ Tenant 
Reprisal Act", tambien protege al inquilino.
